Lonpon, June 6,—It is felt to-day that Giad- 
stone has reached the utmost limit of conces- 
sion possible. He has disposed at once of the 
criticisms the Unionists have used to damage 
him, and their assertions that he has prac- 
tically regarded last year’s bill as final in 
principle and details. Gladstone’s view of the 
finality isa settiement that must be accepta- 
ble to the Irish people. Beyond this all is 
open ground. Gladstone's references to Irish 
representation have been misunderstood in 
some Unionist quarters, but thelr scope and 
purpose are clear. Gladstone does not speak 
with absolute certainty asto any plan of his 
own for the ultimate settlement of 
Irish representation, though he is will- 
ing to receive the suggestion of 3 
much respected follower of home rule, and 
leave the Irish representation untouched till 
home rule has had atrial. It is quite possible, 
ofcourse, that Gladstone may not have a hand 
in the ultimate settlement of the matter. His 
proposal may, indeed, be said to put his own | 
plans ina measure out ot court. His offer 

PRACTICALLY AMOUNTS TO THIS: 

„Pass home rule, satisfy the Irish people, 
then make all the provisions you desire for 
maintaining the continuity of the Imperial 
Parliament.’’ As yet, the Unionists have 
made no response to Gladstone’s very hand- 
some offer. Chamberlain's organ either mis- 
understands it, or affects to misunderstand 
it, treating Gladstone’s proposal as if 
he wished to exclude the Irishmen 
from Westminster and then bring them back, 
which is the reverse of his ideas. The Times 
is obviously uneasy. Itinsists that no terms 
should be held with Gladstone. The Standard 
treats the question of Irish representation as 
of third-rate importance. If Ohamberlain 
does not accept Gladstone’s proposal, he will 
show himself to be irreconcilable, especially 
as his point concerning the separate treatment 
of Ulster, is somewhat curiously reserved.

HYPNOTISM. 


Dr. Pozzi’s Recent Remarkable Series of 
Surgical Operations—A Case Cited. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispateoh. 

Panis, June 6.—Dr. 8. Pozzi has madeare- 
markable series of surgical operations on pa- 
tients in a hypnotic condition. He believes in 
combining the influence of chloroform with 
that of hypnotism for the best effects. He 
sums up the result as follows: ; 

First, thechloroform effect can be acceler 
ated through suppressing the period of excita- 
tion by first producing hypnotic sleep and then 
the chloroformed condition. Every surgeon 
has seen patients become unconscious 
abruptly after few respirations of chioro- 
form when it had not had time 
to produce its proper effect. This is the hyp- 
notic sleep preceding the unconsciousness of 
chloroform. 

Second, insensibility can be produced by 
hypnotism alone, but insensibility so attained 
is more often unilateral and can only be used 
for operations upon a single limb. 3 

Third, there is a method of employing 
hypnotism which, though developing certain 
properties, can become very useful. This con- 
siete of by suggestion the sensations 
of the patient and avoiding the anguign of 
an operation, the rémembrance of which is 
suppressed by this method.

ROBBED MAIL AND EXPRESS. 


Four Masked Men Stop and Rifle a T 
Near Ft. Worth. 


Fort WortTH, Tex., June 6.—On Saturday 
evening at 7:45 o’clock, and just as it was get- 
ting dark, the east-bound mail and express 
train on the Texas & Pacific road was robbed 
bed about eight miles west of this city. The 
engine was boarded at Bentrook, a side track 
two miles west of the scene of robbery. Two 
masked men with revolvers took charge 
of the engineer, John Baker, and after 
making him pull the train two miles stopped 
it on the trestle of Bushy Creek. Here two 
more men appeared. The quartette took the 
engineer and fireman to the express car. The 
door of the car had been opened by H. P. 
Valle, route agentof the company. He and 
the messenger, Theodore Narst, were cov- 
ered with revolvers. The robbers then en- 
tered the car and rifled the safe. They 
were in a  jocund mood, and de- 
clined to take any personal property 
fromthemen. The robbers then ordered the 
engineer to mount his cab and pull the mail 
car off the trestie. This was entered and 
three registerod packages taken. No attempt 
was made to rob the passengers, although 
great consternation existed among them. One 

assenger who alighted to reconnoiter was or- 

ered back on to the train,and not complying 
quickly enough, was fired at. 

There is no means of telling the amount 


contained in the registered packages. The 
money taken from the express car amounted 


only to $1,350. 

The train arrived in the city 
twenty minutes late.

The New Law Which Will A the Enter- 
prises of the Corporations Now Before the 
Municipal Assembly Asking for Fran- 
chisés in This City—How the Law WII 
Operate—A Question’ Raised as to the 
Date of Its Enforcement. 


At the City Hall there ids some doubt as to 
whether the law known as the Shaw bill is in 
force at present. Tue bill is an important one, 
as it seriously affécts all the proposed railroad 
enterprises now before the Municipal Assembly 
of this city. Briefly jt provides for the assess- 
ment and collection of all damages 
resulting m, or likely to result 
from thé construction of any railroad 
over or under the streets of this city. It pro- 
vides in the first place that the legislative 
authority of no incorporated city or town 
shall have the power to grant to any person or 
corporation the right to construct and oper- 
ute on, over or under any street or alley of 
any indorporated town or city any elevated 
under ground or other street railroad with - 
out compliance with the provisions of the 
bill. These provisions are not very favorable 
to street railroad enterprises. 

Before granting any franchise for construct- 
ing and operating any elevated, underground 
or other street railroad the Municpal Assem- 
bly must by ordinance establish the route and 
clearly establish the conditions of the fran- 
chise, locating by its provisions all depots, 
stations, switches, ete. The company must 
be incorporated under the State law. 

Before beginning the construction of the 
road under such a franchise the company 
must ascertain the damae gthat will be done by 
the building and operation of the foad to the

AMOURT OF THEIR RESPECTIVE DAMAGES. 

The fixing of damages is also provided for in 
the bill. In case the corporation fails to agree 
with the owners on the question of compensa- 
tion or if for any reason an agreement cannot 
be made acireuit judge shall appoint a com- 
mission of three disinterested freeholders who 
must give notice ofa 282 to the parties in- 
terested, personally as well as by advertise - 
mont for ten days in the paper doing the pub- 
lic printing, of the time and place of their 
meeting. 

The commission then determines how much 
damage is sustained or may likely be sus- 
tained by the construction of the road, and 
reports under oath to the Circui¢tCourt. The 
Court will then consider exceptions filed with- 
in ten days, but if these be overruled, the 
Court shall confirm the report and enter judg- 
ment thereon; including $5 per day to each 
commissioner. An appeal on a writ 
of error is provided for. The re- 
port of the commissioners may be 
reversed by the Oireuit Court on written ex-

The Retailers Resolve to Revise the Schedule 
—Further Reductions by the Wholesalers 
—The New Rates— Consumers Determined 
to Stand by the Outsidéers—The Fight of 
the People and the ‘‘Post-Dispatch” Suc 
cessful. 


Tus ice combine is a thing of the past, and 


the people of St. Louis are assured of ice at 
fairly reasonable prices. The war of the 
Post-DIsPATOH on the attempt at lee monop- 
oly and the over-charging methods of the 
pool nas resulted in the utter route of the 
combiners. The surrender of the 
wholesalers to butchers and other 
large consumers, by which the latter 
could obtain their ice at the cars and house at 
enormous reductions, was the signal fora break 
all along the line, and the first step was taken 
Saturday afternoon, when the retailers, on the 
understanding the wholesalers would reduce 
their prices, passed & resolution to revise théir 
price schedules and make substantial reduo- 
tions to all consumers.

making immense inroads into the trade the 
cOmbine. Nearly the entire —— trade, 
the saloon, grocer, confectionery, drug and 
other trades consuming large quanvities St ice 
deserted the combine and went elsewhere, 
the encouragement given outside dealers by 
the Posr-Dis raren making it possible 
to do so. This was the only oprac- 
tical way to deal with such a combine, 
and the result could not be other than a ca- 
pitulation. The wholesalers have not yet 
assed their resolution to reduce, but they 
ave given their word to do so and will e ry 
it out at a ee held this afternoo 
reduction will not be great, butit will | be me- 
terial enough to make a considerable saving 
for the retailers. It will probably amount to 
over 25 cents on Northern an making the 
price $3.75 a ton instead of d the reduc- 
tion in local ice will be still 12 * makin 
the range of wholesale prices — abou 
$3.25 to $3.75 instead of $8.55 to $4 a8 heretofore. 

The new schedule adopted by the retallers, 
which they say is the best that can be 
done by them, is as follows: 1 
and fish markets and icé depo 
30 cents a hundred— reduction a 3 
cents; saloons, restaurants, butter and 
poultry depots, dairies, hospitals, medical 
colleges and ice cream saioons, the last 
Class being changed from the next higher 
35 cents; ret grocers, club -houses 
and bakeries, 40 14xcents; soda fountains 
and florists 40 cents, and famiies 50 cents. 
The reduction ts 5 cents in all cases exvept 
ice cream salcons, soda fountains, florists 
and families, in which it is 10 cents. 

While this reduction all along the line is a 
great victory for the Post-DISPATCH and the 
people and marks thé defeat of the combine, 
several members having already declared = 
itisatan end and that they are no lon 
bound by it, yet it has not formally disban ed 
and the association with the urposes it has 
in view is something of a menace to 
consumers. There is no guarantee that 
if the opposition be crushed the 
old prices will not be reinstated, and hence it 
is of the utmost importance that free com pe- 
tition be maintained and that the outside deal- 
ers continue to receive the support whieh has 
resulted in 12 the combine schedule 
and in giving those in its power a chance to 
get cheap ice. Those men deserve well of 
the ice consumers and should receive hear 
encouragement and liberal returns for the 
enterprise.

BAPFLED AGAIN, 

Even after the people have apparently 
beaten a corporation lobby in a legisla- 
tive contest it too often happens that the 
lobby finds some way of triumphing over 
an adverse majority of legislative votes. 

Some years ago Pennsylvania adopted a 
new revenue system, under which real 
estate is reserved for local taxation only, 
and the State’s revenue is derived from 
taxes on personal property and the earn- 
ings of corporations. The corporation 
lobby was not strong enough to defeat 
the act, but managed to have it so 
worded that,as since construed by the 
Supreme Court, it exempted the judg- 
ments, mortgages and interest-bearing 
securities of corporations from the tax 
imposed on such personal property in the 
hands of individuals. 

The agitation for a correction of this in- 
equality was met with the argument that 
the State did not need the additional 
$1,050,000 a year which would be collected 
by a three-mills tax on the $350,000,000.of 
corporation property exempted by the in- 
terpretation which tha courts had put 
upon the law. But the es feeling on 
the subject was so strong that in spite of 
all the lobby could do the recently ad- 
journed Legislature passed a bill repeal- 
ing the State tax on household furniture, 
watches and carriages, and expressly im- 
posing on the interest-bearing assets of 
corporations the same tax imposed on 
such assets in the hands of individuals, 
and providing that half of the personal- 
property tax of various kinds should be 
covered into the county treasuries. 

Now note the result. Gov. BEAVER in 
signing bills after the Legislature ad- 
journed finds that this bill, so long and so 
iresistibly demanded by the people and 
passed by such large majorities in both 
houses, had been sent to him without the 
signature of the President of the Senate 
certifying its passage by that body. 
That official insists that he thought it was 
among the bills he signed, and lays the 
blame on the message clerk of the House, 
who in turn insists that it was among the 
bills he laid before the President of the 
Senate for signature. And notwithstand- 
ing the ease with which this technical de- 
fect can be supplied by calling the Legis- 
lature together again for one day, the 
Governor refuses to do that. 

Thus he and the Lieutenant-Governor, 
between them, manage to kill a bill they 
could not defeat in the Legislature and 
dared not veto. The result is that the 
corporations for two years longer evade 
the payment of $1,050,000 a year. The .- 
000,000 or more thus saved to them comes 
of course out of the pockets of individual 
tax-payers, and still the man who sus- 
pects or intimates that there is any bribery 
about this sort of thing is declared a vul- 
gar-minded person or a low demagogue.

WHEN the National Cattle Convention 
was held in this city the cattle kings gave 
a taste of their quality by formulating a 
demand for a national trail ten miles wide 
from Texas to Montana. The Post-Dis- 
PATCH promptly exposed the monstrous 
character of this demand, and it has been 
abandoned. It was, however, far less ob- 
jectionable than the more recent planof a 
‘‘cattle trust,” which has for its objects 
the monopoly of the cattle trade, the mo- 
nopoly of the grazing lands of the West, 
and the monopoly of the stock yard busi- 
ness. It remains to be seen whether there 
is any legislation to prevent this potent 
and dangerous form of monopoly.

Sherman’s War Whoop.

Cleveland, but among those who voted for 
Hancock and for Tilden, who were as patriotic 
as Mr. Sherman, whose devotion to their coun- 
try at least brought them no wealth, and who 
never surrendered their honest convictions 
for either place or pelf. Is it good policy for 
Mr. Sherman to challenge comparison on these 
points? He appears to think that it is, but we 
take the liberty of admonishing him that it 
will not bring him any nearer that goal of his 
ambition which, in his somewhat devious 
way, he has so long pursued and never at- 
tained. If we disregard what Mr. Sherman has 
to say of the past—as the country certainly will 
disregard it—and ask what he has to say of the 
future, andthe answer will be, almost nothing.

NRW YORK, June 6.—The WORLD says: The 
National Supreme Court has just rendered two 
important decisions in the matter of interstate 
commerce. One of them is to the effect that a 
State cannot tax the receipts of a transporta- 
tion company derived from goods or persons 
passing into, out of, or through its territory. 
This will affect the revenues, of 4 
number of States and is of imme- 
diate consequence in Pennsylvania, since, as 
matters stand, $2,000,000 of revenue from cor- 
poration taxes has just been lost in that State 
by atrick or accident, and the further loss 
from the decision will increase the deficit. The 
pressure now on Gov. Beaver to call an extra 
session of the Legislature, would seem to be 
imperative. The other decision relieves tele- 
graph companies from responsibility for fail- 
ure to deliver messages passing from one State 
to another so far as the laws of the State from 
which the message is sent are concerned. 
From the illumination given to the general 
subject by the Supreme Oourt, the conviction 
must grow that the present interstate oom - 
merce law is buta ing in a wide fleld of 
national leégisiati Where the States are 
powerless to regulate the cOmmeérce, com. 
munication and business between themselves, 
the responsibility for so doing rests upon 
Congress.

TO THIS CITY. 


* Brooks in Charge of the Air-Ship and Its 
Appurt How it Will Be Handled 
on Its Arrival Here To-Morrow and Ex- 
amined Before It Is Permitted te Sail 
Away—The Admission Tickets. 


AGED in a gayly decorated 

car the flighty monster of 

the WORLD and Post-DIs- 

PATCH wiil arrive in this 

city to-morrow evening, in 

charge of Prof. Brooks, 

who will superintend the 

arrangements for the 

ascent at the Sportsman’s 
Park next Saturday afternoon at 8 o’clock. 
The necessity of having an experienced aero- 
naut in charge of the terra firma end of the 
balloon ascent is known to all navigators. 
When three-fourths filled with gas the 
monster balloon will have a lifting power of 
over 2,500 pounds, to control which none 
but an experienced and cool- headed navigator 
can be trusted. The horrible story of the 
Adrian (Mich.) aeronaut is familiar to all 
navigators. While disinflating his balloon 
and after a great deal of the gas had 
been released, the car was detached. Re- 
lieved of this anchorage the balloon shot 
up into the air with the terrified man clinging 
to the dise at the bottom of the bag. His 
assistants were within a few feet of the balloon 
at the time, but before they could reach their 
unfortunate companion or catch one of the 
trailing ropes the balloon was high in air. 
He was carried directly up over the 


little town. Hundreds of horrified 
villagers watched the fatal flight, 
Several hundred feet above the earth the bal- 
loon struck a cross air current and was carried 
away fromthetown. No trace of 
THE UNFORTUNATE MAN | 
was obtained for several weeks, when his 
watch was found in a field several miles from 
Adrian. The tattered balloon was found iu the 
woodssome weeks after the awful accident and 
told the end of the story. The woodand metal 
disc to which the aeronaut clung was torn from 
the b by his weight. His remains were 
finally discovered, after a search through the 
surrounding country. In the fall from that 
immense height his body had been almost 
buried in the earth. This and other mishaps 
a; which valuable balloons were lost 
show the necessity of having exper- 
lenced aeronauts on the ound to super- 
intend the ascent. Prof. Brooks, who has 
a d to superintend the send-off of the 
ORLD and Post-DISPATCH balfoon, has made 
many successful ascents himself. He win 
superintend the final preparations. The first 
step will be to make another examination of 
the balloon. Human life depends upon the 
thoroughness of this inspection. As 
soon as the balloon can e unpacked 
on its arrival here it will be 
partiall inflated with air and inspected. 
After this a watch will be placed on the 
balloon to preserve it from any damage 
through the euriosity of spectators. A trivial 
puncture mighf result in the explosion of the 
entire Dalloon ff any great height is attained. 
The balloon will leave the earth with about 
three-quarters of its interior filled with gas. 
As it ascends this rapidly expands through 
two causes, the decreased external pressure, 
and the heat of the sun’s rays. Ata height of 
1,000 feet the gas will occupy the entire bulb. 
In several important ascents the lack of fore- 
thought in this connection came 
VERY NEAR CAUSING THE DEATH 
of the occupants of the car. During an ascen- 
sion made by sir James Glaisher, the English 
ecientist, provision was made for this by an es - 
cape tube leading from the dise atthe mouth 
of the balloon to carry off the gas discharged 
during the expansion, as an ascent to a great 
height was contemplated. During the bustte 
of the ascent and the registeringof the obser- 
vations the navigators paid no attention to 
the tube, from which the gas flowed into the 
car almost suffocating the distinguished 
aeronaut. His companion discovered the cause 
and by throwing the tube over the side of the 
car avoided all inconvenience from the cause. 
In the construction ofthe WORLD and Posr- 
DISPATOH balloon, provision has been made 
against the occurrence of such an accident, 
Mr. Moore, the navigator of the expedition, 
has given the Signal Service officer and the 
1 the assurance that they will 
ave nothin to distract them from 
the work they have assigned to themselves. 
Prof. Hazen is preparing to settle an 
important — concerning which atronauts 
are now in dark. It is not known now how 
much the position of the balloon is changed by 
the discharge of any given amount of Dallast 
This Prof. Hazen proposes to establish with 
absolute accuracy. Before making the ascent 
he will provide himself with graduated 
vin measures with which to discharge 
small quantities of baliast. By making the 
experiment while the balloon is sailing in a 
level and carefully noting the reading of the 
barometer between the time of the discharge 
— e ballast, and the highest — attained 
the subsequent rise as shown by the read- 
ing of the barometer the exact e can 
determined. Aside from the study of the cur- 
rents this will be one of the most important 
questions to be decided in the ascent.

THE AUTOCRAT AT HOME. 


A Visit to Oliver Wendell Holmes—His Man- 
ner and Method of Work. 


From the Boston Herald. 


What a delightful 8 and posi- 
tively fascinating little man he is! His 
conversation is as brisk and energetic in 
tone and character as are his move- 
ments, and no one unacquainted with 
his age would dream of him being well- 
nigh the fourscore that is more than 
the average age allotted to man.

The fort contains forty-seven acres and is 
heavily timbered, many of the trees of 
large size growing on top of the walls.

One mile up the 
river from the fort is an immense mound 
—the largest one, perhaps, in the country 
—making it probable the fort was 
built by the mound-builders. Beyond 
this nobody knows anything about 
it.
